PT. PLEASANT — Al- 
though hich school Vice 
Principal Frank McLaughlin 
painted a very different 
picture of events at a Gance 
for Memoriai School's sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade 
students at the high school 
January 7th, according to an 
impeccable source. the 
event was ‘An absolute trag- 
i¢ disgrace because it hap 
pened...you pay teachers 
and administrators and they 
were not responsible." 

What did happen, accerd- 
ing te reports from parents 
and Mudents who attended 
the dauce. is a ‘punk rock’ 
band? with a questionable 
hackground, which bills 
itself as ‘Public Dis- 
turbance,” was hired by the 
high school to periorm at a 
dance for the junier high 
vtudents. Purenis apd ste 
Gent¥ incicate that the doors 


af the school were not opened 
until almost half an hour 
after the scheduled starting 
time. The band did not ar- 
rive and begin to set up until 
much later, they said. When 
the band finally began to 
play. many students became 
frightened and upset at the 
“obscene !vrics, foul lan- 
guage’’ and the band’s lead- 
er, who reportedly shouted 
at them to ‘‘spit on me.” At 
this point. some panic- 
stricken students s2id they 
wanted to leave. but were 
toid by chaperones that they 
could not, according ic 
schoo policy. 

_ Soon, according to eyewit- 
nesses, the bund ieader 
leaped backwards off the 
stage, failing on a youth, who 
wes later treated at the hos- 
pital here for a hip injury. A 
number of other students 
were injured in the fracas 
created by the band and at 


least 35 or more ‘drunk and 
stoned’ followers whom 
they brought with them and 
the school admitted te the 
dance even though they were 
18.-19 and 20 years old. ac- 
cording to the source. 

School officials painted 
.another picture. Memorial 
School Princtpal George 
Seardena would not answer 
questions trom the Leader 
and instructed a reporter to 
call Superintendent of 
Schouls Dro Lawrence pe- 
Bellis Dro DeBellis’ office 
referred all calis concerning 
the dance to Hizh Schou 
Principal Dr. Cart Perty 
Several atlerapis ta cern 
Dr. Perry also fatied and ii. 
nally, ign Schoot Vice 
Principal Prank Mefaughiin 
took the Leader's call. 

According to McLaughlin. 
who was one of the dance 
chaperones, tie dance was 
for students from Memorial 


School. Scheduled to appear.

McLaughlin said that 4s 
soon as the band started to 
play, the chaperores thought 
“the music was inappropr- 
ute for the students."”

then said that “‘one or two 
Umes vider kids started tu 
dance and get rowdy.” 
McLaughlin saia he

He said 
one older male student was

chaperone, MeLaughiin
